Description of Amendments in This Packet
J.001 Staff has prepared amendment J.001 (attached) to add a provision appropriating $300,000

General Fund to the Department of Public Health and Environment for FY 2016-17. 

L.002 Bill Sponsor amendment L.002 (attached) requires the General Assembly to appropriate up
to $300,000 General Fund in place of the current requirement that the General Assembly
appropriate at least $300,000 General Fund for the program.

If the Committee adopts L.002, it should also adopt J.001 unless it chooses to not appropriate
any General Fund for the program in FY 2016-17.  If the Committee chooses to appropriate
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less than $300,000 General Fund for FY 2016-17, it should amend J.001 to reflect the intended
amount.

Points to Consider

General Fund Impact
The Joint Budget Committee (JBC) has proposed a budget package for FY 2016-17 based on the
March 2016 Legislative Council Staff revenue forecast. The JBC has included as part of its FY 2016-
17 budget package a $300,000 General Fund appropriation for implementation of this bill.

Future Fiscal Impact 
The bill requires an annual appropriation of at least $300,000 General Fund regardless of the amount
of available General Fund in future fiscal years. Additionally the bill does not allow for appropriation
adjustments based on the effectiveness or expenditure needs of the program.
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
